1. Authorization

This table is in accordance with AR 1-75/

b. Procurement, issue, substitution, and reten-
tion of items of equipment authorized herein will
be accomplished in accordance with AR 1-75,
OPNAVINST 4900.31G/AFR 400-45 and the pro-
visions of Joint State/Defense Airgram CA 727,
subject: Transfer of USMILGP Administrative and
Support Functions to the Embassy.

d. Trophies and articles of historical nature are
not listed in this table but may be retained until
unserviceable.

e. When an LCC-A preferred item is authorized
in the JTA and a suitable substitute is onhand,
such items normally will be retained until not
economically repairable.
